Use of HM-0210-A  through chemigation is not permitted in Cali fornia. 
Apply this product through dr ip, microjet,  sol id set and center pivot sprinkler irr igat ion systems.  Do not apply this 
product through any other type of irr igat ion system. 
PREPARATION OF INJECTION EQUIPMENT:  Remove pest icide, scale residues and other foreign matter from the 
chemical tank and ent ire inject ion system.  Flush with clean water. 
APPLICATION INSTRUCTIONS: Fi l l  tank with one half  to three quarters the desired amount of water.   Start  
hydraul ic or mechanical agitat ion.  Add the required amount of HM-0210-A  then the remaining volume of water.

The irr igat ion 
system must contain a functional check valve, vacuum rel ief valve and low-pressure drain appropriately located on 
the irr igat ion pipeline to prevent water source contamination from backf low.  The pest icide inject ion pipeline must 
contain a functional,  automatic, quick-closing check valve to prevent the f low of f luid back towards the inject ion 
pump.  The pest icide inject ion pipeline must also contain a funct ional,  normally closed solenoid-operated valve 
located on the intake side of the inject ion pump and connected to the system inter lock to prevent f luid from being 
withdrawn from the supply tank when irr igation system is either automatical ly or manually shut down.  The system 
must contain funct ional inter locking controls to automatical ly shut off  the pest icide inject ion pump when the water 
pump motor stops.  The irr igation l ine or water pump must include a functional pressure switch, which wil l  stop the 
water pump motor when the water pressure decreases to the point where pesticide distr ibution is adversely 
affected.  Systems must use a meter ing pump, such as a posit ive displacement inject ion pump (e.g., diaphragm 
pump) effect ively designed and constructed of materials that are compatible with pesticides and capable of being 
f i t ted with a system inter lock.
